The advertisement under the hand of the 
Secretary to the Dunstan District Hos- 
pital, which is published in our business 
columns, will doubtless create some sur- 
prise in the breasts of residents in the 
Cromwell district. Surprise — not to say 

indignation — that a body of men elected 
to govern a purely charitable institution, 
and to support wliich, as such, the Go- 
vernment assists liberally with public 
money, should issue so hard-hearted a de- 
cree as prohibiting succour to the distressed 
and perhaps indigent sufferer, “ unless 
s()ecial arrangements are entered into” for 
tiieir support and maintenance. Is it with 
a view to, foster so uncharitable a spirit 
that the public subscribe with open hand, 
and the Government with equal liberality 
subsidize the Goldfields’ hospitals! Cer- 
tainly not J so far from that, the object 
originally was to render assistance and 
medical skill to those unfortunate beings 
whom misfortune liad rendered friendless, 
and disease helpless, But the conservatism 
of these hospital committees has now 
reached sucli a pitch, that instead of being 



stitutions aro becoming every year more 
akin to private asylums, where the patient 
is called upon to pay a certain sum of 
money per week for his mi^ntenance, or 
he looked upon in the light of a pauper. 
In these remarks we do not partioulariy 
refer to the Clyde hospital, but to the in- 
stitutions generally. It is a fact there is 
no gainsaying that, except among the 
favoured few connected with committees 
of management, the sentiments above ex- 
pressed are a reflex of popular opinion. 

Returning to the action of the Clyde 
hospital management, we find that it is 
consequent upon “the Committee of the 
Cromwell hospital having failed to make 
arrangements for the support and main- 
tenance of their district patients in the 
Dunstan hospital.” Now, while we are 
willing to concede that some return is due 
the Dunstan Hospital by Cromwell dis- 
trict residents, we cannot see any grounds 
for hinging the present heartless conduct 
upon the “ failure" of the Cromwell Ho.s- 
pital Committee to make arrangements, 
for the simple reason that, so far as we can 
learn, they never promised to do anything 
of the sort. Indeed, we find that at a 
meeting of the Cromwell Committee on 
the 10th of August last, the local member 
of the Dunstan Committee, Mr Preshaw, 
waited on the firat-named body with a 
view to arrange some plan by which funds 
could be contributed to the Clyde institu- 
tion. ■ To quote from the report, “ The 
Cromwell Committee, however, were un- 
able to do anything in the matter, the funds 
at their disposal being for the sole purpose 
of building, but they expressed their 
willingness to do all in their power pri- 
vately.” As an earnest of this willingness, 
we find a sum of money was at once sub- 
scribed in the room. This, we tliink, 
effectually disposes of the charge that the 
Committee had “ failed,” etc. The Crom- 
well people never attempted to deny their 
liability to the funds of tlie Dunstan Hos- 
pital, and no doubt in due time would 
have liquidated that obligation which they 
morally felt themselves under ; but need it 
be matter of surprise if repudiation follows 
on the hasty, ill-advised, and heartless 
mandate just issued 1 All we can hope is 
that circumstances will not require this 
community to place themselves under fur- 
ther favors from the irate and disappointed 
Committee qf Management at Clyde. 

Block IX. is again to the front. Our 
sapient Conncilloi-s fondly imagined that 
they had put the Government on the w.ay 
“how to do it,” and settle the little busi- 
ness amicably. But, alas I an obtuse 
Executive reigns ; and they seem deter- 
mined the “Block Niners” must, nolens 
•colens, “take up their beds and walk.” 
Councillor Grant's happy expedient for 
cutting the Gordian knot appears only to 
have had the effect of hardening the hearts 
of those in authority, and they have issued 
a manifesto which leaves no hope behind. 
It will be interesting to note the next act in 
this little drama. Heie is copy of the 
letter received from tne Under-Secretary, 
and our readers will agree with us it is a 
master composition of firmness ; — 

Dunedin, April 6, 1875. 

Sir, — I have been instructed to acknow- 
ledge the receipt of your letter of the date 
quoted in the margin, (March 18, 1875,) 
enclosing copy of a resolution passed by the 
Cromwell Tirwn Council on the 26th of 
February last, relative to Melmore Terrace 
and Block IX. 

In reply, I am to state for the information 
of the Council, that the Government has not 
the power to authorise the narrowing of the 
street line, nor does it deem it expedient to 
seek legislation on the subject. 1 am to atld 
also that the Government cannot consent to 
bo a party to the passing an Ordinance to 
authorise the survey and sale of Block IX., 
as desired by the Council.

The SUvr'a correspondent at Riverton 
on 8th inst. telegraphs the sad intelligence that 
seven miners at Orapuki, named Jas. M ‘Donald, 
John Davis, James Parsons, Robert Cimples, 
John Dawson, John Thompson and John Thom- 
son have been drowned. It appears they 
started in tho Govemmsiit whaleuoat — better 
known as the Government coffin — from Orepuki, 
in searoh of the body of Memphis (one of three 
men drowned about ten days since). It was 
blowing a heavy gale at the time, and tho crew 
were advised not to risk themselves in- such a 
frail boat in sneh rough weather. They were 
earnestly entreated by Memphis’s widow to go, 
and accordingly went. A portion of tho boat 
was found on the beach, which Ie<l to a search. 
Six of the bodies were found, the missing one 
being that of Davis. They were all strong, able 
men, and good swimmers. 

The polling for a modioal officer to take 
charge of the Cromwell District Hospital took 
place on Friday, at the Town Hall. The affair 
did not create much stir, although a good num- 
ber of residents from tho neighborhood of Ban- 
nockburn, Bendigo, and surrounding localities 
came in to record their votes. The election was 
looked upon as a certainty for the local candi- 
date, Dr Stirling, and tho declared result showed 
the high position that gentleman holds in the 
public opinion. There were five candidates, and 
the number of votes recorded are as follows 
R. ■ W. Stirling, 83 ; B. Doyle, .3 ; H, De Lau- 
tour, 2 ; G. R. Lloyd, 1 ; Jas. M‘Brearty, 0. 
There was one informal vote, the total polled 
being 90, which, shows that ccrasiderable in- 
terest was manifested in tho choice of first sur- 
geon to the new institution. 

The funeral of the late wife of Mr 
Adam Spence, Nevis, took place last Tuesday, a 
large concourse of mourners following the re- 
mains of the lamented lady to their final resting- 
place ill the Cromwell Cemetery. At the grave 
a most painful cmitKlempa oeourred, it being 
found just as the coifin was about to be lowered, 
that the receptacle was not sufficiently large, and 
gave evidence of having been excavated in a 
hurried and most discreditable manner. The 
service had to be stopped till the coffin could be 
deposited in the grave. Surely the pain of be- 
reavement is sttificiently severe, without the feel- 
ings of rekatives being laccrateil by such stupid 
blundering — the result of gross thoughtlessness 
or culpable carelessness. It is, we imagine, the 
province of the cemetery management to see that 
tho sexton’s duty is efficiently carried out, if 
they accept fees which aru paid on the uniler- 
standing that such will be done. In the case 
under notice, by pure negligence, tbe last solemn 
rite of burial was scandalised, and has left pain- 
ful remembrances in many minds. It is to be 
hoped that greater care will be exercised when 
next the cemetery gates are opened for the pur- 
pose of burial. 



DEPUTATION TO THE GOLD- 
FIELDS SE(3RBTART. 



At norm on Wednesday last, a deputation 
of the Town Conncil. consisting of the Mayor 
(Mr Jolly), and Crs Arndt and Taylor, con- 
ferred with Mr MacKellar in the Town Hall 
on several matters of local importance. 

The first subject introduced by tho depu- 
tation to tho notice of the district represen- 
tative was 

THE BANNOCKBURN BRIDGE, 
in connection with which the Mayor handed 
Mr MacKellar a numerously signed petition 
for presentation to the Provincial Council at 
its approaching session. The deputation 
pointed out to the Goldfields Seoretary'the 
necessity for throwing open the bridge free 
from foil — the present imposition being felt 
a severe tax by tho large and increasing 
population at Bannockburn, Quartzville, 
Nevis, and other mining centres, as well as 
by the business men in Cromwell. It was 
stated the charge had recently been increased 
to the extent of 80 per cent. 

Mr MacKellar would have great pleasure 
in laying tho petition before tho Council 
without delay. As inemher for the district, 
he would do all in his power to get its prayer 
granted ; as a member j)f tho Government, it 
seemed to him the only consideration likely 
to interfere with the bridge being declared a 
free one was that other communities might 
press ill the same direction. There had been 
two or three bridges built in tlie province 
under the same system as that in question — 
which at the time was considered a very 
happy one— and probably similar requests 
might be made with regard to them, arid 
that -with the further argument that they 
were on main trunk lines of road. How- 
ever, he thought the Bannockburn bridge was 
an exceptional case, and he might say he 
felt snro tlie Government, from the fact of 
the bridge being a connecting link between 
Cromwell and such important and populons 
mining centres as Bannockburn and Nevis, 
if it saw its way clear at all, would accede to 
tho petition. In connection with this bridge, 
Mr MacKellar desired to say a few wor,:ls in 
explanation of a matter which had subjected 
him to a good deal of abuse and misrepre- 
sentation. He alluded to a similar petition 
to tho present, which had been forwarded 
to him last session from the Town Council. 
With the petition there was a few words 
from the Town Clerk saying he had sent also 
copy of Bannockburn petition relating to 
same subject, but without signntnres. Ho 
(Mr MacKellar) waited for a week for tho 
signatures, and not receiving any further 
commnniciitioii, presented tho petitions to 
the Superintendent, vouching for their 
genuineness. Both of tho ■ petitions arrived 
early enough in the session, not late as had 
been industriously circulated, and to show 
that they had not been in any way neglected, 
it was sufficient to say answers had been re- 
ceived by the Town Clouncil and also by tho 
Garrick Range Miners’ Association. That 
the answers were unfavour.able was no fault 
of his. 

The Mayor said he regretted the mistake, 
which rested solely with tho Miners’ Asso- 



ciation at the Bannockburn, tho signatures 
not being received tiii too late in the session. 
Ho trusted a simiiiu’ error would not bo 
allowed to occur this time. 

BKSDIGO ROAD. 

The bad condition of this road — more par- 
ticularly from Melmore Terrace to tho Lower 
Flat — was then hrouglit under Mr MacKol- 
lar's notice. It was thought the Govern- 
ment might very justly bo asked to provide 
a liberal sum to make the road safo for 
traffic. 

Mr MacKellar said the (lovornment, seeing 
this portion of road had never been made, 
might probably bo induced to form tho road 
as far as was within the town boundary — in- 
deed, ho would promise this much — but the 
Town Counuil would be looked to to keep it 
in repair after formation. Perhaps it would 
bo well to, leave the matter of other portion 
of ro^ to be dealt with in the appropria- . 
tions. 

CROMWELI, BKinOB. 

The Mayor pointed out that the snm voted 
last session for tho repair of this structure 
was quite inadetpiate, and he trusted Mr 
MacKellar would move to have a sufficient 
amount to got the work done at once. It 
was suggested that a temporary bridge should 
he erected higher up the river, so that traffic 
should not be impeded during repair of pre- 
sent bridge — which would be a serious injury 
to Cromwell, Queenstown, Anw, Ac. 

Mr MacKellar did not think it necessaiy 
to move imich in the matter, as the Govern- 
ment had made up its mind the bridge must 
bo repaired. Every means would bo adopted 
to prevent traflic being, stopped, but if it must 
be, timely notice would be given. 

This being all the business, the deputation 
thanked Mr MacKellar for his courtesy and 
patience, and withdrew.

Defendant’s solicitor pleaded — 1. That the 
Court has no jurisdiction to enforce specific per- 
formance of a contract such as tho pro.sent ; 2. 
General denial ; and .3. That defendant acted 
as agent for plaintiff only. 

Mr ,fohn.ston was at a loss to understand his 
learned fi'ieiid — this was not an .action to enforce 
perfornLiance of a contract, but one to recover a 
balance of money owing. 

The Magistrate overruled Mr Wilson’s plea of 
no jurisdiction. 

Mr Johnston then opened the ease, and pro- 
ceeded to state tho particulars as follows On 
19th Jami.ary last, plaintiff received a telegram 
from Mr 0. Ball, Dunedin, asking whether he 
had any shares in the Lucknow Co. for sale. 
Plaintiff replied he had 50. The same afternoon 
defendant. Oolclough, asked plaintiff if he had 
any shares to dispose of. Replied that he h.ad, 
anil it was agroe'l that if Mr Ball did not take 
them all, C<dclnugh should have balance at the 
same price. .£3. Mr Ball telegraphed the ac- 
ceptance of 20 shares, and the same afternoon 
defendant wrote a note to plaintiff saying ho 
had sold his 50 shares, at £3. Next day Grant 
sold to Colclfingh tho balance of 30 shares, on 
account of which defendant paid £25. Plaintiff 
made repeated application for the balance due 
on the sli.ares without avail, Tho scrip fo” the 
shares was not received by plaintiff till IGth. 
March, when ho sent it to defendant, asking to 
have the affair dosed, or proceedings would ho 
taken. Plaintiff’s counsel contended the trans- 
action was a purely personal one ; that the £25 
on account w.as paid as .such ; and that even 
could it be shown he was acting for another and 
the principal not disclosed, yet was he clearly 
liable. Counsel in support quoted “ Roscoo on 
Evidence” and " ('bitty on Contracts.” 

The evidetiec of plainl iff, W. Grant, bore ont 
the main facts .as stated b;,' his coiuisel. When 
the shares were sold tho transfer paper could 
not he signed, a-s Colclough said he could not 
tell who the buyer was. Some time af terw.anls, 
when the tr.ansfer was signed, it contained the 
name of Oram Ball as purchaser. It was dis- 
tinctly understood Cololougli was acting for him- 
self — indeed, defendant had said to Kim (Grant) 
that it did not matter who the purchaser was he 
(Colclough) was responsible. 

Ex.amined by Mr Wilson, Mr Grant said he 
.allowed discount to Mr Colclough as agreed— it 
was not given as commission, as defendant w.as 
not acting as agent. Before going to Dunedin 
in Fehruary, Colclough had coino to him (wit- 
ness) saying he could not make Ball out in the 
transaction as he neither sent the money nor 
answered anv communications. Would ho 
(Grant) call on him and learn his intentions with 
regard to the .30 shares. Witness did so to 
obKge f’nlclnngh, and sent him tho telegrams 
pro.-liicod ,as to the position of affairs. 

Defendant’s evidence was to tho effect that on 
I9th January last ho had .a telegram from Oram 
Ball asking whether lie had any T.ucknnw's to 
dispose of and at what ]>rice. 8ame day met 
Gr.ant, and asked hi in a simdar question. Grant 
said he would .sell his shares (.51)} at £3. Wit- 
ness^thon t dd Gr.ant he had had a tclegr.am from 
Ball — would he telegraph in reply ahout Grant'.s 
shares? Grant sai'l, yes ; and afterwards told 
witness he w.as dealing with B.all .ahmit 20 of his 
shares, blit was willing to dispose of the remain- 
ing 30 at the same piice. Next day. Grant 
brought transfer form, hot he (defendant) told 
him ho could not fill it up till he got n.aine of 
purchaser from Mr Ball. Gr.ant ask oil when 
tho money was likely to he up, .as ho wanted 
some just then. Witness offered, it it would be 
.any assistance, to give hin £25, which ho could 
stop ont of the monov' when it arrived, aiil 
plaintiff accepted. Whenphaintiff went to town, 
it was arranged he should leo Mr Ball and get the 
aff.air closed. The tramfer was dr.iwii and 
signed in Ball's iiaine, anl when presented to 



lhat gontlem.an was refused. Grant first tried 
to fix the l ospoiisibitity on witness when ho sent 
the scrip to him ou IGUi Moroh. 

Mr Wilson urged that tho case was one of 
oath against oath, while ,al] tho writings and 
documents went to show that defeniiant’s version 
of the affair was the tnie one. No doubt Mr 
Grant, finding that the e.alo of his shares had 
lapsed, found it easier to proceed against bis 
next door neighbor than go into another juris- 
diction ,ag.ainst tho principal. If any action 
would lie, it would be one for breach of agree- 
ment and d.amagcs. 

His Woi-aliip decided to adjourn his decision 
till Friday, IGth inst

GOLD ROBBERY AT MACETOWN. 

On Saturday evening last, the general 
store kept by Mrs L. .lenkins, at Macetown, 
was robbed of a bag of gold dust, containing 
9oz. ISdwt. 18gr., which had been purchased 
in small parcels during tho week. Shortly 
before five o’clock, Mrs Jenkins purchased a 
small parcel of gold from two Chinamen, and 
after it was weighed aho put it along with the 
rest in a gold b.ag in the drawer of the scales. 
Just as the two Chinamen were going away, 
three others came in and saw where’ the gold 
was put. Mrs Jenkins then placed the 
se.alcs, stand and all, into a side room with- 
out locking either the drawer of the scales or 
the room door, and went out to another 
building at the back of tho store to pct her 
tea, leaving the three Chinamen in the store 
ehattoriiig and looking at goods. She re- 
niainod away some litrio time, and on her 
return she found only one Chinaman in the 
store, who afterwards also went away. 
Shortly after this aho missed the ban, but 
w.as so much put out about it that she did 
not give an alarm for an hour afterwards. 
Tho next day (Sunday), at about ten or 
eleven o’clock, information was given at the 
Arrow Police Camp of the robbery. Sergeant 
Hunt went over immediately to Macetown 
and was taken to the place where the China- 
men who sold the gold, and also those who 
were in the store at the time, lived. This 
was up Bush Creek, a tributary two and a 
half miles up tho 12-mi!e Creek. The road 
was a difficult one, over largo boulders and 
rocks, the serge, int’s horse’s legs getting ont 
a good bit. When he arrived a search’ was 
made in the Chinese hots ■without success 
and he returned to Macetown. There about 
a dozen Chinamen were ooneolod around the 
store, but no infoi-mation could bo gleaned 
from them— “ No savee” was the word. The 
Sergeant noticed two Chinamen standing 
apart with a guilty air ahout them, mid he 
brought thehi into the store, when they were 
identified by Mrs Jenkins’ daughter, a ffirl 
of about eleven years, as two of the threo 
who were left standing in the store. One of 
the.50 was brought down to the Arrow and 
searched at the c.amp, but no gold was found 
on him. It seems very unlikely that the 
thief Tvill be found. Mrs Jenkins is a widoiv 
lady with a family, and who ia very much 
respected, and has been carrj'ing on a 
butchery and general store business for somo 
time. No doubt, from the sympathy ex- 
pressed on her behalf, a siibscripliun will he 
readily and cheerfully made to help her to 
tide over what must bo a serious loss in tho 
present dull times in that qii.arter of the dis- 
trict.

' FUNERAli OP WILSON GRAY.

‘ As might naturally bo expected from the 
high esteem in which tho late Wilson Gray 
was universally held by all classes in Dunedin, 
ns well os tlirouglrout .the Province, the 
oitiEens exhibited every possible token of 
respect for bis memory on the occiision of his 
funeral which took place yesterday. Early 
in tlie afternoon, all the principal business 
houses, shops, and offices were closed, and 
business was entirely suspended. A 1,-irge

That the Kawaniu Bridge is situated on the 
high road between Cromwell and its most ex- 
tensive and populous outlying localities,— to wit, 
Baniiookburn, Quartzville, Carrickton, and the 
Nevis goldhcld, .and is therefore necessarily used 
by the inhabitants of these places both for pas- 
senger and goods tratlic, to a large extent.

That those clmrges are found to scrionaly, 
affect the prices at which goods can be delivered, 
as well as to obstriicb that intcr-comnuinicatioii 
among the inhabitants which is so necessary to 
progress, 

■While not disparaging the efforts of the Go- 
vornmoiit in providing bridges, yonr memorial- 
ists respectfully submit that in no place within 
the Province is a free public bridge more ueces- 
s.ary, .and in no place, coild the expense be more 
judiciously incurred thai in the purchase of the 
Kawarati Bridge. 

The traliie is evidently so great as to leave no 
doubt Oil the minds of jour memorialists tliat .as 
an investment on belndl of the people it would 
he highly profit.ablc, relieving them of tho neces- 
sity of paying ail extrenely high interest on the 
cgst of the work, and restoring to them that 



which every Government desires its people 
should enjoy— a free highway through tho land. 

Your memorialists would therefore respectfully 
npge upon you to take the subject into your 
cavefiil consideration, and relying upon your 
desire for tho prosperity of the Province, of 
which this district forms an important part, to- 
gather with the justice of tho grievance herein 
compLainod of, they have every hope that their 
prayer may resnlt in the purchase of the Kawa- 
ran Bridge, and the enjoyment of free traffic 
thereon.

The Otago. Daily Times in a late issue de- 
votes an article to the prospects of quartz- 
reefing in Otago, especially at Bendigo. The 
writer takes a thoroughly sensible view of 
things, and closes with the following remarks, 
which are worthy of consideration by those 
interested in mining industry : — 

“ Wo most sincerely hope that capital will 
ho forthcoming readily to test this newly dis- 
covered quartz-bearing ground. Disappoint- 
ment has done so much to fasten up the 
pockets of our moneyed men, that we must 
confess to a fear lest this new chance of fos- 
tering our gold-mining interest should be 
thrown' away. Certain simple lessons we 
have learned by bitter , experience. First, 
to quote the words of our correspondent, 
“When a mining company possesses a mana- 
ger in whom they have confidence, it is the 
best plan to permit him to carry on the work 
after his own ideas, or they are likely to 
realise the fable of tbe man with the donkey. 
All that is required is a little patience. If 
operations had been discontinued in Victoria 
because muring companies found the shoot of 
stone run out, there would scarcely be a 
single mine at work at tho present day.’’ 
Again, it is impossible to speak too hardly of 
the wretelicd habit into which some com- 
panies have fallen, and which they have bit- 
terly rued, of sending unpractical business 
men to manage. What is required in a ma- 
nager is a practical knowledge of gold-min- 
ing, along with those same qualities which 
make a good contractor. Having got Bucli a 
man, and having paid him well, he should 
be let alone a groat deal. We h.ave every 
confidence that the Bendigo reefs are to all 
intents and purposes the beginning of a new 
and more energetic state of things in quartz 
mining. It must be plain to everyone that 
such undertakings are just what are wanted 
in the Province, more especially on tlie gold- 
fields, to give that encouragoinent, that fillip, 
to tlie energies of our nriners, which has for 
a long time been wanting. In all probability, 
quartz compaiiy-mongeriug will very soon be 
rampant here again. It is the curse of the 
country that the parasites of tho bona fide 
miner are for ever injuring his true interests 
by their specious and pretentious prospec- 
tuses, It is to bo hoped that the public wili 
hesitate Sufficiently to examine into the cha- 
racter aud meaning of the schemes which are 
sure to be thrust down tlieir throats. We 
hardly know which is the more likely to 
injure quartz mining in the long run,, the in- 
judicious or greedy zeal of mere speculators 
looking for their reward in tho parings and 
clippings of the promotion, or the stolid un- 
willingness of those who have money to 
invest it in an industry so certain to produce 
aatisfivotory results to the Province by its 
success.

NEW GOLD-SaVING APPARATUS. 

Tho Ballarat correspondent of tho Mel- 
bourne Arpits gives the following account of 
a recent invention for saving fine gold, 
floured nvercury, and pyrites, which will no 
doubt interest our mining rc.aders : — 
Numerous as have been the inventions for 
saving fine gold and pyrites, and numerous 
as havo been the failures in the samo Hue, 
cfl'oris .are not wanting among the ingenious 
to step once more into the breach in which 
the hopes of so many lio dead, Mr Hugh 
Gray, maciriirist, of Dana-stroet, lias had the 
courage to place a model of a maclriiie for 
saving fine gold, floured mercury, and auri- 
ferous pyrites, wiiich he h.as invented, before 
tho .public ; and to-day it was te.sted in pre- 
sence of Mr Fludo, of the School of Mines, 
some mining authorities, and the representa- 
tives of the press. Tho machine is rather 
difficult to describe, but I may say that tlie 
model was made of a circular copper vessel 
with a contracted bottom, falling about l.iin 
below tho rim of wliat appears, looking down 
at the vessel, to bo tlie actual bottom, the 
enter rim of tho bottom forming a segment 
of a circle, and the rest being flat to where it 
is turned up in tho centre to allow the shaft 
by wliich it is set in motion to come through. 
This vessel is fitted with another copper disc, 
which, when fixed, shows a declination to 
the centre, in which there is a hole for tho 
shaft to pass through, and on tlie surface of 
it are fixed three pins, which keep tiio de- 
posit constantly stirred up, as the outer — for 
it is not the inner that is set in motion — 
vessel revolves. There is also a depressed 
ledge to the inner vessel on its outer circum- 
ference, with a contrary decline to that of 
the inner surface, which lodge extends to 
within an eigtli of an inch of tho side of the 
outer vessel. On the inner concave surface 
tlicre is a hopper, attached tii which is a! 
feeder for the hopper, the hopper also rogii- ' 
latiug the level of tlie water in the outer 
basin, by which it is alloived to rise just as 
much as is required above tlie depressed edge 
nf the outer circumference of the inner disc. 
Wlieii started, the revolution of the outer 
basin comiiiuiiicates a centrifugal action and 
])owor to the warier, by wliich the latter con- 
stantly tlirows over the rim of the inner disc 
all the liglitcr material, in the shape of 



sludge and fine sand, which is 'gradually 
washed down into the outlet at tho centre of 
the disc, and carried off. The advantages 
claimed for tliis contrivance are,- besides its 
efficiency, its simplicity, economy, and light- 
ness. The model was just 16in in diameter, 
but Mr Gray js of opinion that the best size 
for general use will be from 4ft to 4ft 6in, 
and it is estimated that one-horse-power will ’ 
be sufficient to work six of ' thq -larger size ' 
simultaneously, probably eight,' One great 
feature in favor of the machine is, that it ' 
may be applied to the crushed quartz direot ' 
from the battery or tables, to tailings, or to 
alluvial wash. What was operated on to-day ' 
was half a evit. of tho "refuse” from the ' 
Sultan mine at . Blackwood, the refuse being 
passed through the cirdeal of the Chilian ' 
mill. Tlibse present did not wait to see the 
exact quantity of metal saved, os it would 
have taken too long ; but Mr Gray showed 
the results of n precisely similar quantity of ; 
the same lot “of stuff which he tronted yester- ' 
day in presence of a few mining friends, and ' 
from what could be seen in the bottom of the 
dish, there was no doubt that to-day’s results 
were ns good, if hot better, than those of yes- 
terday. Yesterday’s results gave, as near 
as could bo judged, 3dwt of mercury, a small 
dot of amalgam, and a fair sample of auri- 
ferous pyrites i and I must not here forget 
to say that the machine retains the aurife- 
rous and throws out the non-auriferous 
pyrites, owing, it is said, to the revolving ' 
water acting on their relative specific gravV ’ 
ties. Besides that result, however, Mr 
Gray roasted the pyrites he had saved from 
another lot of the Saltan refuse, and ob- 
tained a good sample of gold. If, then, from 
this mining waste mercury can be extracted 
at the rate of 6dwt to the cwt., that gives 
6oz to the ton, which, at 8s per pound, would 
be say 2s 6d ; the amalgam .saved would be 
more than equal in value to tbe mercury by 
probably 100 per cent — say, 6s — and the 
pyrites wlien roasted and treated would give, 
judging from the tests made, nearly half a 
pennyweight to tho cwt., or half an onnea 
per ton. According to the time occupied to- 
day, a machine 4ft in diameter would tre^ 
ISUcwt of waste in 24 hours, and as oue-hor® 
power can drive eight machines, the gain 
from the waste in 24 hours, with eight ma- 
chines, should exceed JLTOO, less expenses ; 
and if blankets and ripples maybe dispensed 
with, as it is said they can, tho profit might 
be much larger. There is, in Mr Gray's 
opinion, a probability of improving tho work- 
ing of the machine so much, as to counter- 
balance the cost of roasting the pyrites and 
retorting the mercury, so that on tho whole, 
supposing tlie above estimate to be too high, 
thei'6 is still a large margin for profit left to 
be got from what is now viewed as worthless, 

I believe it is likely th,at some of our mining 
companies will give Mr Gray’s invontioft a 
fair trial, on a scale that must establish its 
value commercially. 



THE GOTHBNB0RG WRECK. 

The following is the rep6rt of James 
Putwaiu, the diver, who has been working at 
the wreck of the steamship Gothenburg : — 
“ 1 left Bowen on Sunday morning, the 7 th 
inst., at 6 o’clock, in the Florence Irving, 
with a boat, diving apparatus, and a crew, 
for the purpose of trying to recover gold and 
other valuables supposed to bo lost in tho 
Gothenburg. \V e were cast adrift from the 
Florence Irving near the scene of the wreck 
at noon the same day, and the steamer pro- 
ceeded on her voyage. The wreck was found 
lying with headN.E. and S.W., with astrong 
list to port, the stern in about ten fathoms of 
water, and the bows in about five fathoms, 
with her foremast and yards lying awash. I 
found much difficulty in getting down in 
consequence of the strong current and heavy 
wash on the reef, and finding it was imprac- 
tic.able to go down from tlie boat, I rigged a 
temporary stage from the maintop, which was 
a few feet out of the water. Hero I fitted 
up my diving ,'ipparatiis, and there made iny 
descent from the rigging to the captain’s 
cabin, but my air tube becoming entangled 
with the ship’s funnel 1 had great difficulty 
in clearing it, and and at one time thought 
the consoquonoBs would have been very 
serious, owing to tho attendant being unused 
to handling the apjiaratus, After some 
delay I succeeded in clearing the tube, and 
was compelled to come to the surface to give 
fresh instructions. I then descended the 
second time, and took a short survey of tlie 
ship, I found her broken abaft the fore 
clmins, and the funnel partially down ; but 
the deck is riot started abaft of where she la 
broken. The captain’s cabin was broken 
away except tho roof and combings. After 
a diligent search I got tho box supposed to 
contain the gold on the lee side of the comb- 
ings of the captain’s cabin, and at once slung 
it, and placed it in a convenient place for 
hoisting to tho surface, I then endeavored 
to descend the cabin stairs, but only could 
get down a few steps in consequence of not 
having sufficient length of tube ; but here a 
melancholy sight presented itself, for at the 
port side of the vessel, and at the foot of the 
saloon stairs, I saw two females, with one 
apparently having her arm around the other. 
I was .anxious to get there to obtain, if pos- 
sible, a portion of their hair which was flow- 
ing loosely about them, or some other reiio 
that might be identified by their friends, 
and save them as a memento of their fearful 
and sudden loss, but unfortunately I was un- 
successful, for the reason previously men- 
tioned. Finding that at this time 1 could 
not do further good at the wreck, and after 
making the gold secure in the boat, I pro- 
ceeded to Bowen, and reported all Hie par- 
ticulars to the proper authorities, and de- 
' posited the gold in the Joint Stock Bank.

By last Homo mail wo received a pamphlet

'Frazer's Magazine, Who' will' bo remembered 
as writing in the Daily Timm under the sig- 
nature of “ Master Humphrey. ” - We ex- 
tract, frptq tlie al^lp,. reply; .as follow,s ... 

' , “ Sir,— In your last month’s, number an 
article appeared signed ' ‘ Charles ' Follows,’ 
■in which the writer, to the- best of his ability, 
said everything he could against the finan- 
cial position' of the Government of New 
Zealand. In an eccentric fashion he gi'Cnped 
a great variety of statements —some being 
merely hisrown assertions, others supported 
by scraps of speeches, and others again by re- 
ported conversations ivith' persons whose 
names were not mentioned. Were thb 
articlarto appear in i New .Zealand 'witli Mr 
Fellows’ signatuve, -very little or ,auy no'tfce 
would be taken of it j for' he is known there 
as a' person, who, under >the > tioi^ de pkimfi |Of 
‘ Master Humphrey,’ wrote for an Opposition, 
newspaper' letters attacking the' G’dyorhmeiit.' ' 
Those letters at -first excited- surprise, then 
their extravagance caused amusement, and 
at length people became weary of them. Mi- 
Fellows left New Zealand, and ,1 have .heard 
that in ' Sydney he published a pamphiet at- 
tacking the New Zealand Government, but I 
have not,;, seen it. ; He- has now, chosen a 
larger theatre, and his statements become of 
more importance since they appear in' yoiir 
influential magazine. I crave permission to 
expose the misrepresentations and the .false 
deductions therefrom in Mr Fallows’ aiticle.” 
— Jlr Vo^el then points but that the* cardi- 
nal' point in Mr Fellows’ charges is, tliat the 
Colony - yearly manufactures surpluses -'by- 
spending borrowed money on purposes which 
should be provided for out of ordinary re- 
venue. ,;Mr "Yngel answers by a. statement 
of facta “ leaving your readers to realise how 
Ml' Fellows' has distorted them or given 
them a false meaning.”- Ho narrates the 
histpry -'of the Colonial finance, and gives two 
tabulated statements shewing the expendi- 
ture out of loan for the same purposes, since 
1853, total £5,970,427 of which £1,701, !)G4 
was paid out of revenue.- He maintains 
from tliese figures that tlie Colony has done 
the best that could .have, bean expected to 
meet such an abnormal expenditure from its 
revenue, and has nianfnlly faced and over- 
corps a difficulty, and accepted a burden 
from which other colonies were free.- A se- 
cond table allows that if the interest fin loans 
for this purpose, which has beep paid out of 
the revenue, be added cumulatively at 5 , per 
cent., it. will be seen' that the Colony his 
paid £3,528,811 'for Native purposes out of 
the revenue. He defends the’.Oilonyifrom 
the charge of “applying borrowed money to 
maintain the regular establishment of the 
Government,” and ■d’ecla'rfes it to be quite un- 
true. He presumes that no one will -dispute' 
the right to. Cost -thb charge, of engineers, sur-r 
veyors, draftsmen, and other officers, engaged 
in jabovs connected with the construction of 
works, as fairly includable' as 'a pari of the 
cost of such works. He cle'scribea as a scan- 
dalous perversion gf .fact 'the statement that 
the .borrowed money is used tg pay interest 
on the public debt.' He controverts Mr Feb 
lows’ statements as to immigrants and dmmit 
gration,.yiudigates aiid explains the .policy of 
■public works as reviving confidence in trade, 
ih'creaSing land sales'and settlement, as well 
as largely augmenting the wealth and revenue 
of the Colony. He, meets the charge of ex- 
travagance in, public ; buildings- by; showing 
how 'much Now Zealand’ is bbhiud' 'other 
colonies in these matters,: and how careful 
the expenditure on them ha.s alw.iy 3 been. 
He exposes Mr Fellows for the stress laid on 
Southland and other failures, and .public 
works which are old -and forgotten things, 
and have nothing to do with the Government. 
He refutes his' statement as to the- Port 
Chalmers Railway, and deals with all his 
assertions most fully and in detail, quoting 
facts and figures in support. ■ He shows what 
the great resources of tlie country really arii. 
He ridicules Mr Fellows as one who came to 
New Zealand prolific of complaints against 
■Yaneouver’s Island, the colony from which 
he then came, as one of those persons of 
whom France has produced so many, who 
find it impossible to be contented with any 
Government under which they live. He 
concludes— “I have . amswored Mr Fellows 
under circumstances of difficulty. - 1 received 
your number containing his article at Flo- 
rence, several days after it: was published, 
and _my reply has been uvritten amidst the 
weariness attending a slow -recovery fi'oni 
serious illness, .and with but few books 'and 
documents accessible.
